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SUMMARY 


Milk  prices  increased  in  early  July  both  at  dealer  levels  and  to  consumers  at 
homes  and  in  stores,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.    Prices  paid  by  dealers  for 
milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  advanced  in  109  markets,  two  out  of  every  3  reporting. 
No  market  reported  dealers'  prices  at  lower  levels  than  June.    Price  changes  for 
milk  sold  out  of  stores  were  as  follows:    Half -gallons  advanced  in  65  markets, 
declined  in  3;  gallons  were  higher  in  59  markets  but  lower  in  ti.    Home  delivered 
quarts  were  up  in  62  markets  but  down  in  one;  half -gallons  increased  in  57  markets, 
declined  in  1. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  about  165  markets  in  early  July 
averaged  $5.79  per  hundredweight.    This  is  28  cents  higher  than  June  and  51  cents 
over  both  July  last  year  and  the  1960-61*  July  average.    Average  prices  were  higher 
than  both  June  and  a  year  earlier  in  all  of  the  9  regions.    Compared  with  a  year 
earlier,  the  increases  ranged  from  6  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Pacific  Region 
to  89  cents  in  the  West  South  Central.    Other  sizable  increases  were  85  cents  in 
the  West  North  Central,  73  cents  in  the  Mountain  States,  and  61  cents  in  the  East 
North  Central.    Smaller  increases  were:    66  cents  per  hundredweight  in  New  England; 
52  cents  in  the  East  South  Central;  1*3  cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  37  cents  in 
the  South  Atlantic. 

Half -gallon  out-of -store  prices  for  25  major  cities  averaged  1*9.5  cents  in  early 
July.    This  is  up  0.9  cent  from  June  and  lj.1  cents  above  July  1965.    The  average 
this  month  is  3.8  cents  above  the  1960-61;  July  average.    The  average  price  for  home 
delivered  single  quarts  of  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  in  these  cities  in 
early  July  was  29.7  cents.    This  is  0.5  cent  higher  than  June,  1.7  cents  over  July 
1965  and  2.9  cents  above  the  July  1960-61*  average  for  the  month. 

May  whole  milk  sales  (preliminary)  in  77  marketing  areas  (9  State  and  68  Federal), 
averaged  5  percent  less  daily  than  in  April  but  were  1  percent  more  than  May  1965. 
April  whole  milk  sales,  daily  average  basis,  in  9  State  and  69  Federal  order  areas 
were  2  percent  below  March  but  1  percent  above  April  1965.    Average  daily  sales  of 
skim  milk  products  during  April  were  up  2  percent  from  March  and  were  13  percent 
over  April  1965.    April  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  in  75  marketing  areas 
were  2  percent  above  March  1966  but  were  unchanged  from  April  1965.    Sales  of  other 
cream  items  increased  9  percent  from  March  but  were  unchanged  from  April  a  year 
earlier.    Average  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  products  in  76  marketing  areas  were  1 
percent  under  March  but  3  percent  over  April  last  year.    May  receipts  from  producers 
(average  daily  basis)  in  8  State  and  68  Federal  order  markets  were  2  percent  more 
than  April  but  were  1  percent  less  than  May  1965.    Receipts  per  producer  averaged 
5  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier. 
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PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  JULY  1966 


Prices  changed  this  month  in  an  unusually  large  number  of  markets.  New 
minimum  dealers'  prices  in  Federal  order  markets  became  effective  July  5. 
Home  and  store  prices  in  a  number  of  Federal  markets  changed  as  of  that  date. 
However,  prices  in  other  markets  became  effective  at  a.  later  date  in  the  month. 
A  special  effort  has  been  made  to  report  all  price  changes  which  occurred  up 
to  and  including  the  10th  of  the  month,  the  usual  cut-off  date  for  this  report. 
Price  changes  which  occurred  after  that  date  will  be  reported  in  the  next  issue. 

Milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  New  England  markets  averaged  $6.39  per 
hundredweight  in  early  July  —  66  cents  above  both  June  1966  and  July  1965.  In 
reporting  markets  of  the  region,  prices  were  higher,  by  66  cents  per  hundred- 
weight for  Class  I  milk  and  lj  cents  per  quart  to  consumers  at  nearly  all  outlets. 

Class  I  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  Region  averaged  $6.10  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  July.    This  is  35  cents  more  than  June  and  h3  cents  above  July  a 
year  ago.    Class  I  prices  in  the  New  York -New  Jersey  area  advanced  38  cents  per 
hundredweight.    In  some  portions  of  the  area,  prices  were  unchanged  at  home  and 
store  levels  but  some  prices  in  northern  New  Jersey  were  as  much  as  2  cents  per 
quart  higher.    Southern  New  Jersey  and  Philadelphia  Class  I  prices  were  up  60 
cents  per  hundredweight.    Most  home  and  store  prices  in  this  area  were  up  \  cent 
per  quart.    Harrisburg  and  Reading,  Pa.  Class  I  prices  were  up  k0  cents  per 
hundredweight;  home  and  store  prices  advanced  a  cent  per  quart. 

East  North  Central  Region  prices  for  milk  used  in  fluid  distribution 
averaged  $5.12  per  hundredweight  in  early  July  —  ±h  cents  more  than  June  and 
61  cents  greater  than  July  last  year.    Mixed  changes  in  prices  for  the  region 
were  reported.    Prices  in  most  markets  in  Ohio  and  Michigan,  and  Chicago  Class  I 
and  home  and  store  prices  were  unchanged.    Prices  in  Indiana,  other  Illinois  and 
most  Wisconsin  markets  were  up  for  a  number  of  items. 

Prices  for  fluid-use  milk  in  West  North  Central  States  in  early  July  averaged 
$5.18  per  hundredweight.    This  is  31  cents  higher  than  June  and  85  cents  above 
July  1965.    Prices  in  Minnesota  and  Iowa  markets  were  generally  about  30  cents 
per  hundredweight  higher  for  Class  I  milk  but  unchanged  at  homes  and  stores. 
Store  and  home  prices  in  some  areas  were  higher.    North  Dakota  prices  were  at 
June  levels.    South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  and  Kansas  prices  were  about  30  cents  per 
hundredweight  higher.    Store  and  home  delivery  prices  advanced  as  much  as  2  cents 
per  quart  in  some  places. 

South  Atlantic  Region  Class  I  prices  in  early  July  averaged  $6.36  per 
hundredweight  —  an  advance  of  29  cents  from  June  and  37  cents  higher  than  July 
a  year  ago.    The  Wilmington,  Del.  Class  I  price  advanced  60  cents  per  hundred- 
weight with  mixed  upward  changes  at  store  and  home  levels.    The  Baltimore  fluid- 
use  price  was  up  I4I  cents  per  hundredweight;  prices  out  of  stores  and  at  homes 
were  unchanged.    The  Washington,  D.  C.  Class  I  price  advanced  66  cents  per 
hundredweight;  store  and  home  prices  were  2  cents  per  quart  higher.    Markets  in 
West  Virginia  reported  higher  prices  in  most  instances.    Virginia,  North  Carolina, 
South  Carolina,  and  Georgia  prices  were  close  to  June  levels.    Jacksonville,  Fla. 
prices  were  unchanged  but  prices  in  Federal  markets  in  the  State  were  reported 
at  higher  levels.

Fluid-use  prices  in  the  East  South  Central  States  averaged  $5.89  per  hundredweight  in  early  July. 
This  is  16  cents  more  than  June  and  52  cents  above  a  year  earlier.    Kentucky  and  Tennessee  market 
Class  I  prices  were  generally  about  30  cents  per  hundredweight  above  June.    Store  and  home  prices  in 
these  States  were  unchanged  in  most  places.    Class  I  prices  in  Mississippi  Federal  markets  were  up 
about  30  cents  per  hundredweight.    Store  and  home  prices  in  the  State  were  the  same  as  June. 

In  the  West  South  Central  States,  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  early  July  averaged  $6.37  per 
hundredweight  —  an  advance  of  hi  cents  from  June  and  89  cents  over  July  1965.    Most  Class  I  prices 
in  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  and  Oklahoma  were  20  to  ho  cents  per  hundredweight  higher.    Some  store  and 
home  prices  made  advances  but  most  were  at  June  levels.    Class  I  prices  in  most  Texas  markets  reporting 
were  about  60  cents  per  hundredweight  above  Jane;  store  and  home  prices  in  most  of  these  markets  were 
2  cents  or  more  per  quart  higher. 

Milk  used  for  fluid  consumption  in  the  Mountain  States  averaged  $6.05  per  hundredweight  in  early 
July.    This  is  29  cents  higher  than  June  and  73  cents  above  July  a  year  ago.    Montana,  Idaho,  and 
Nevada  prices  were  at  June  levels.    Class  I  prices  in  most  other  markets  of  the  region  were  about  30 
cents  per  hundredweight  higher.    0ut-of-3tore  and  home  delivered  prices  were  a  cent  to  2  cents  per

May  vhole  milk  sales  1  percent  above  year  earlier 

During  May,  average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  in  9  State  and  68 
Federal  areas,  at  87.8  million  pounds,  were  5  percent  less  than  April  but  1  percent 
above  the  87.2  million  pounds  reported  in  May  19o5«    These  totals  do  not  include  sales 
in  the  former  Chicago  Federal-order  marketing  area  where  regulation  was  terminated 
April  30.    January-May  whole  milk  sales  for  comparable  areas  were  1  percent  higher  t 
than  the  same  5-month  period  last  year.    April  whole  milk  sales,  on  an  average  daily 
basis,  in  9  State  and  69  Federal  order  areas  were  2  percent  below  March  but  1  percent 
more  than  in  April  a  year  ago.    April  sales  were  above  a  year  earlier  in  21  of  the  37 
market  groupings,  about  the  same  in  h,  but  down  in  12.    Daily  1966  sales  through 
April  averaged  1  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    The  April  average  milkfat  test  of 
whole  milk  sold  during  April  was  3«52  percent  compared  with  3*53  percent  in  both 
March  1966  and  April  last  year. 

Sales  of  skim  production  gain  13  percent  over  April  1965 

April  average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  77  areas  were  2  percent  above 
March  and  13  percent  over  April  1965*    Of  the  36  market  groupings  shown,  sales  were 
up  from  April  last  year  in  3^  (at  least  10  percent  in  23).    Sales  were  below  April 
I965  in  2  markets.    Daily  sales,  January  through  April,  average     10  percent  above 
the  same  period  last  year.    For  April,  and  March  this  year,  the  average  milkfat  test 
of  skim  milk  products  was  1-39  percent,  compared  with  I.32  percent  in  April  last  year. 

April  half-and-half  sales  unchanged. 

Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half)  in  75  marketing  areas  during 
April  were  2  percent  above  March  but  unchanged  from  April  last  year.    Sales  were 
higher  than  a  year  earlier  for  17  market  groupings  and  lower  for  17 •    Sales  for  the 
current  year  through  April  were  1  percent  less  than  the  first  k  months  of  1965.  At 
11.8  percent,  the  average  milkfat  test  of  sales  of  mixtures  was  the  same  as  March 
compared  with  11. 9  percent  in  April  1965- 

Other  cream  sales  also  unchanged  from  April  I965 

Sales  of  cream  items  other  than  mixtures  in  76  marketings  areas  during  April  in- 
creased 9  percent  from  March  but  were  unchanged  from  April  1965*    Of  the  35  market 
groupings  shown,  sales  were  above  a  year  earlier  in  19,  about  the  same  in  1,  but  down 
in  15»    Eight  of  the  groupings  had  sales  at  least  10  percent  higher  than  in  April 
last  year.    January-April  sales  were  2  percent  lower  than  a  year  earlier.    The  average 
milkfat  test  of  cream  items  in  these  areas  during  April  was  23 « 6  percent,  compared 
with  22.8  in  March  and  23-5  in  April  1965. 

April  total  fluid  sales  3  percent  above  last  year 

April  average  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  products  in  76  marketing  areas  were  1  per- 
cent under  March  but  3  percent  over  April  last  year.    Compared  with  a  year  earlier, 
sales  were  up  in  29  but  down  in  2  of  the  35  market  groupings.    Sales  were  about  the 
same  in  k  area  groupings.    Sales  through  April  were  up  2  percent  from  the  same  period 
of  1965.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  all  fluid  products  sold  was  3*5^  percent  for 
April  compared  with  3.53  percent  a  month  earlier  and  3.58  percent  in  April  1965. 

May  receipts  from  producers  1  percent  below  May  1965 

May  receipts  from  producers  (average  daily  basis)  in  8  State  and  68  Federal  order 
markets  were  2  percent  above  April  but  1  percent  below  the  May  1965  level.  These 
comparisons  do  not  include  receipts  in  the  former  Chicago  Federal  order  market  where 
regulation  was  termined  April  30.    Receipts  data  for  the  Northwestern  Indiana,  Rock 
River  Valley  and  Milwaukee  Federal  orders  have  been  omitted  from  the  totals  because 
comparability  has  been  affected  by  termination  of  the  Chicago  order.    Deliveries  per 
producer  in  these  markets  during  May  averaged  1,09k  pounds  per  day  —  up  5  percent 
from  the  l,0hk  pounds  of  May  last  year.  (Continued  on  page  18)

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SUMMARY 


Prices  of  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  early  August  increased  at  "both 
dealer  and  consumer  levels,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.    Dealer's  fluid- 
use  prices  were  higher  in  79  markets,  about  one  in  every  two  reporting.  No 
market  reported  dealers'  prices  at  lower  levels  than  in  July.    Store  price  changes 
were:    half- gallons — up  in  76  markets,  down  in  9 J  gallons — higher  in  6l,  lower  in 
6.    For  horn*  delivery,  quarts  were  higher  in  69  markets  and  lower  in  k;  half- gal- 
lons increased  in  73 >  decreased  in  3« 

Dealers'  "buying  prices  for  fluid- use  milk  in  about  165  markets  during  early 
August  averaged  $5*99  per  hundredweight- 21  cents  more  than  July  and  58  cents  above 
August  last  year.    The  averages  for  August  were  above  July  in  all  9  regions. 


Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  August  averages  were  also  higher  in  all  9 
regions.    These  increases  ranged  from  30  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Pacific 
region  to  91  cents  in  the  West  South  Central.    Other  regional  increases  were: 
Bast  North  Central,  89  cents;  West  North  Central,  Qk  cents;  Mountain  States,  78 
cents;  East  South  Central,  53  cents;  South  Atlantic,  h6  cents;  New  England,  kk 
cents  and  Middle  Atlantic,  38  cents. 

Out- of- store  half- gallon  prices  in  August  averaged  50.6  cents  for  25  major  dtte. 
This  is  1.2  cents  over  July,  ^-.1  cents  more  than  August  last  year  and  k."J  cents 
above  average.    The  average  price  for  home  delivery  single  quarts  of  the  most 
common  grade  of  whole  milk  in  these  cities  was  30.3  cents  in  early  August— 0.6 
cents  above  July,  2.1  cents  over  August  1965  and  3«^-  cents  above  the  1960-6^ 
average  for  the  month* 

Daily  whole  milk  sales  (preliminary)  during  June  in  9  State  and  68  Federal 
order  areas  averaged  5  percent  under  May  and  1  percent  below  June  a  year  ago. 
May  average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  products  in  77  areas  were  k  percent  below 
April  this  year  but  1  percent  above  May  I965.    Average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk 
products  in  76  areab  were  5  percent  below  April  but  11  percent  above  May  1965* 
May  average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half)  in  7^  marketing 
areas  declined  5  percent  from  April  but  were  fractionally  above  a  year  earlier. 
For  75  marketing  areas,  may  sales  of  cream  items  other  than  mixtures  were  6  per- 
cent below  April  and  2  percent  under  a  year  earlier.    Average  daily  sales  of  all 
fluid  products  in  75  marketing  areas  during  May  were  6  percent  below  April  but 
3  percent  above  May  last  year.    June  receipts  from  producers,  on  an  average  daily 
basis,  in  8  State  and  68  Federal  Order  Markets  were  2  percent  under  May  but  2 
percent  above  June  1965*    At  1082  pounds  per  day,  deliveries  per  producer  averaged 
9  percent  above  June  last  year.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  AUGUST  1966 


Price  changes  were  reported  for  August  in  an  unusually  large  number  of  markets. 
A  special  effort  has  been  made  to  report  all  price  changes  which  occurred  up  to 
and  including  the  tenth  of  the  month,  the  usual  cut-off  date  for  this  report.  Price 
changes  occurring  after  the  tenth  of  the  month  will  be  reported  in  the  next  issue. 

Milk  for  fluid  purposes  in  New  England  markets  averaged  $6.39  per  hundredweight 
in  early  August  —  3  cents  above  July  and  Uh  cents  over  August  1965.  Consumer 
milk  prices  were  reported  unchanged  to  slightly  lower  throughout  the  region. 

In  the  Middle  Atlantic  Region ,  Class  I  prices  averaged  $6.29  per  hundredweight 
in  early  August.    This  is  21  cents  higher  than  July  and  38  cents  above  August  a 
year  ago.    Class  I  prices  in  the  New  York-New  Jersey  area  rose  27  cents  per  hundred- 
weight.   Individual  markets  in  this  portion  of  the  region  reported  home  and  store 
prices  generally  the  equivalent  of  1  cent  per  quart  higher  for  some  or  all  container 
sizes.    The  Class  I  price  in  Southern  New  Jersey  and  Philadelphia  held  unchanged 
but  home  and  store  price  changes  varied  up  and  down  in  Southern  New  Jersey  and  were 
about  1  cent  per  quart  higher  at  Philadelphia.    Erie  and  Johnstown,  Pa.  Class  I 
prices  were  up  kO  cents  per  hundredweight  and  at  consumer  levels  prices  rose  about 
a  cent  per  quart.    No  price  changes  were  reported  for  other  Pennsylvania  markets. 

East  North  Central  Region  prices  for  fluid-use  milk  averaged  $5.50  per  hun- 
dredweight,  39  cents  above  July  and  89  cents  over  August  1965.    For  practically 
every  market,  dealer  and  consumer  milk  prices  were  higher.    Consumer  milk  prices 
were  generally  raised  the  equivalent  of  1  to  2  cents  per  quart  in  varying  container 
sizes. 

Prices  for  fluid-use  milk  in  the  West  North  Central  States  in  early  August 
averaged  $5.31  per  hundredweight.    This  is  15  cents  above  July  and  8I4  cents  higher 
than  August  1965.    Iowa,  Missouri,  and  Kansas  markets  reported  dealers1  buying 
prices  generally  higher  by  13  to  27  cents  per  hundredweight,  with  consumer  milk 
price  changes  mixed  but  mostly  up.    The  dealers1  buying  price  was  not  determined 
for  F&rgo-Moorhead,  N.  D.,  but  at  Grand  Forks,  N.  D.  the  price  was  up  Ui  cents  per 
hundredweight.    In  both  these  markets,  consumer  milk  prices,  whether  bought  in  stores 
or  at  homes,  increased  the  equivalent  of  1  to  2  cents  per  quart.    In  most  Minnesota, 
South  Dakota,  and  Nebraska  markets,  prices  held  practically  unchanged  from  early 
July  levels. 

South  Atlantic  Region  Class  I  prices  in  early  August  averaged  $6.1*9  per 
hundredweight,  9  cents  above  July  and  U6  cents  over  August  last  year.    Dealer  and 
consumer  prices  were  unchanged  from  July  in  Delaware,  Maryland,  and  the  District 
of  Columbia.    In  North  Carolina,  the  dealers'  buying  price  per  hundredweight  for 
fluid-use  milk  increased  55  cents  per  hundredweight  and,  at  the  consumer  level, 
prices  were  up  2  cents  per  quart  in  all  container  sizes.    At  Jacksonville,  Fla., 
the  dealers'  buying  price  was  up  98  cents  per  hundredweight  and  consumer  prices 
rose  2  to  3  cents  per  quart.    Virginia,  South  Carolina,  and  Georgia  markets  re- 
ported prices  generally  at  month-earlier  levels. 

Fluid-use  prices  in  the  East  South  Central  States  averaged  $6.02  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  August.    This  is  16  cents  more  than  July  and  53  cents  above  a  year

earlier.    Class  I  prices  were  higher  by  13  to  56  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Tennessee  and  Mississippi 
markets.    Most  markets  in  these  States  were  reported  having  consumer  milk  prices  higher  by  1  to  2  cents 
per  quart.    Similar  consumer  price  increases  were  reported  at  Lexington  and  Paducah,  Kentucky.  Alabama 
milk  prices  at  dealer  and  consumer  levels  remained  unchanged  from  early  July. 

In  the  West  South  Central  States,  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  early  August  averaged  $6.hS  per 
hundredweight  —  increases  of  9  cents  from  July  and  91  cents  from  August  1965.    At  Texas  markets,  the 
dealers'  buying  prices  were  relatively  unchanged  from  July  but  increases  for  Oklahoma,  Louisiana,  and 
Arkansas  markets  ranged  from  13  to  hh  cents  per  hundredweight.    Increases  in  consumer  milk  prices  were 
general  throughout  the  region,  mostly  1  to  2  cents  per  quart. 


Milk  used  for  fluid  consumption  in  the  Mountain  States  averaged  $6.11  per  hundredweight  —  8  cents 
above  July  and  78  cents  over  August  last  year.    The  only  sizable  increases,  by  markets,  were  50  cents  at 
Boise,  Idaho  and  27  cents  at  Cheyenne,  Wyoming.    At  Boise,  consumer  prices  were  up  the  equivalent  of  2 
cents  per  quart  and  at  Cheyenne,  1  cent.    For  Montana,  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  Utah,  and  Nevada 
markets,  dealer  and  consumer  prices  were  virtually  at  early  July  levels.

Pacific  Coaat  fluid-use  prices  in  early  August  averaged  $5.63  per  hundredweight  —  21*  cents  above 
July  and  30  cents  over  August  1965.    At  Bremerton,  Wash.,  the  Class  I  price  was  15  cents  per  hundred- 
weight above  July  with  no  changes  indicated  in  consumer  milk  prices.    In  Oregon  markets,  the  dealer  buy- 
ing price  for  fluid-use  milk  was  up  50  cents  per  hundredweight.    At  Portland  and  Salem,  store  prices 
were  up  the  equivalent  of  2  cents  per  quart  and  home  delivered  prices  were  1?  cents  higher.    In  Calif- 
ornia, the  dealers'  buying  price  was  increased  2h  cents  per  hundredweight  above  July  for  fluid-use  milk.

June  receipts  from  producers,  on  an  average  daily  basis,  in  8  State  and  68  Federal  Order  markets  were 
2  percent  under  Hay  but  2  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    At  1,082  pounds  per  day,  deliveries  per  producer 
averaged  9  percent  above  June  last  year. 
July  milk  production  continues  3  percent  below  year  earlier

Sales  of  whole  milk;    June  one  percent  below  a  year  earlier;  May  one  percent 
above 

Daily  whole  milk  sales  (preliminary)  during  June  in  9  State  and  68  Federal 
Orders  averaged  83.9  million  pounds  per  day  —  5  percent  less  than  in  May  and  1 
percent  below  the  8U.7  million  pounds  in  June  1965.    Daily  whole  milk  sales 
during  May  in  these  77  areas  were  h  percent  below  April  this  year  but  1  percent 
above  May  last  year.    In  1966  and  196$,  May  contained  5  Sundays  —  most  stores 
and  home  delivery  routes  do  not  make  Sunday  sales.    May  sales  were  above  a 
year  earlier  in  21  of  the  37  market  groupings,  about  the  same  in  6  but  down 
in  10.    Average  daily  sales  January  through  May  averaged  1  percent  above  a  year 
earlier.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  whole  milk  sold  during  May  this  year  was 
3.53  percent  compared  with  3.5U  percent  in  May  1965. 

Skim  milk  product  sales  up  11  percent 

May  average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  76  areas  were  5  percent 
below  April  but  11  percent  above  May  a  year  ago.    Of  the  36  groups  of  markets 
in  the  tables,  sales  in  3h  were  higher  with  19  showing  advances  of  10  percent 
or  more  over  May  1965.    Sales  were  lower  in  2  groups.    Daily  sales  January 
through  May  averaged  10  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.    For  May,  the  average 
milkfat  test  of  skim  milk  products  sold  was  1.39  percent,  unchanged  from  April, 
but  above  the  1.33  percent  in  May  last  year. 

Sales  of  mixtures  fractionally  above  May  1965 

Average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half)  in  Ik 
marketing  areas  during  May  declined  5  percent  from  April  but  were  fractionally 
above  a  year  earlier.    Sales  were  greater  than  in  May  last  year  in  16  of  the 
3h  market  groupings,  lower  in  17  and  about  the  same  in  1.    Cumulative  daily 
sales  of  mixtures  in  these  markets  for  the  January-May  period  were  1  percent 
under  the  comparable  1965  period.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  mixture  items 
sold  in  these  areas  was  11.7  percent  in  May  and  April  this  year  and  11.8  per- 
cent in  May  1965. 

Other  cream  sales  in  May  two  percent  below  last  year 

For  75  marketing  areas,  May  sales  of  cream  items  other  than  mixtures  were 
6  percent  below  April  and  2  percent  under  May  last  year.    For  the  35  groups  of 
markets,  sales  were  higher  in  16,  but  lower  in  18,  and  unchanged  in  1.  Daily 
sales  of  fluid  cream  for  the  January-May  period  averaged  2  percent  less  than 
a  year  earlier.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  cream  items  in  these  areas  during 
May  this  year  and  last  year  was  23*7  percent. 

Sales  of  all  fluid  products  3  percent  above  May  1965 

Average  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  products  in  75  marketing  areas  during  May 
were  6  percent  below  April  but  3  percent  above  May  last  year.    Of  the  35  area 
groups,  sales  were  up  in  30  and  down  in  1.    Four  group  totals  were  at  levels  close 
to  those  of  the  previous  year.    Daily  sales  of  all  fluid  products,  January  through 
May,  averaged  2  percent  over  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.    The  May  average 
milkfat  test  of  all  fluid  products  was  3.53  percent  compared  with  3.5U  in  April 
and  3.57  in  May  1965.

SUMMARY 


Early  September  fluid  milk  prices  moved  upward  at  both  dealer,  and  home  and 
store  levels,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.     Dealers'  buying  prices  for  milk 
used  for  fluid  purposes  advanced  in  100  markets;  declines    were  shown  in  only  one; 
of  the  reporting  markets.    Price  changes  for  milk  sold  out  of  stores  were  as  fol- 
lows:   Half- gallons  advanced  in  k-6  markets,  declined  in  9;  gallons  were  higher  in 
25  markets,  lower  in  lh.    Home  delivered  quarts  were  up  in  hh  markets,  down  in  5; 
half- gallons  increased  in  hO  markets,  declined  in  6. 

Milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  early  September  in  about  165  markets  averaged 
$6.13  per  hundredweight--!^  cents  more  than  August  and  6h  cents  more  than  September 
last  year.    Compared  with  the  1960-64  average ..^or  the  month,  the  September  price 
was  66  cents  higher.    September  averages  for  all  9  regions  advanced  from  August, 
the  gains  ranging  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  the  Pacific  States  to  kk  cents 
in  New  England.    Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  the  September  average  is  higher  in 
all  9  regions  also.    These  increases  vary  from  28  cents  on  the  Pacific  Coast  to  $1.07 
in  the  West  South  Central  Region.    Sizable  regional  increases  were  reported  of  $1.00 
per  hundredweight  in  the  West  North  Central,  9k    pents  in  the  East  North  Central 
and  92   cents in  the  Mountain  States.    Smaller  increases  were:     57  cents  per  hundred- 
welght  in  the  East  South  Central  and  h2  cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States. 


Half-gallon  out-of-store  prices  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  in  25 
major  cities  averaged  51.0  cents  in  early  September.    This  is  2- tenths  cent  more 
than  August,  h.k  cents  above  September  1965,  and  k.9  cents  above  the  1960-6^ 
September  average.    The  average  price  for  home  delivered  single  quarts  in  these 
cities  was  30.7  cents.    This  is  0.4  cent  higher  than  August, 2 A  cents  over  September 
19d5  and  3« 7  cents  above  average. 


Daily  whole  milk  sales  (preliminary)  in  77  marketing  areas  (9  state  and  68 
Federal)  during  July  averaged  2  percent  less  than  June  this  year  and  July  1965 
June  sales  were  h  percent  below  May  and  1  percent  under  June  last  year.  Skim 
milk  sales  for  June  in  76  areas  were  2  percent  above  May  and  12  percent  more  than 
June  a  year  ago.    Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  in  Ik  areas  increased  1  percent 
from  May  but  were  2  percent  below  June  1965.    Other  cream  item  sales  in  75  areas 
rose  1  percent  from  May  but  were  5  percent  under  June  last  year.    Total  fill 
sales  averaged  k  percent  below  May  but  were  1  percent  above  a  year  earlier  Average 
t^rlt?^5!?  ^  frT°?  Producers  to^g  July  in  8  state  and  68  Federci  £Zs 
were  fractionally  above  July  last  year.    Receipts  per  producer  in  these  mark^ 
averaged  95^  pounds  daily,  5  percent  more  than  a    year  earner.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  SEPTEMBER  I966 


An  unusual  number  of  price  changes  from  August  to  September  was  reported, 
continuing  a  trend  established  two  months  earlier.    As  in  previous  issues,  all 
trices  reported  up  to  and  including  the  10th  of  the  month  are  shovm.  Reported 
price  changes  after  that  date  will  he  published  next  month. 

In  New  England,  fluid  use  milk  averaged  $6.83  per  hundredweight  in  early 
Septemher.    This  is  kk  cents  higher  than  August  and  66  cents  ahove  September  last 
year.    In  most  reporting  markets  of  the  region,  Class  I  prices  were  kk  cents  per 
hundredweight  and  store  and  home  prices  1  cent  per  quart  over  August.  Exceptions 
were  markets  in  New  Hampshire.    Class  I  prices  were  up  kk  cents  per  hundredweight 
hut  out-of- store  and  home  delivered  prices  in  the  New  Hampshire  areas  were  un- 
changed to  as  much  as  2-§-  cents  per  quart  lower. 

Milk  for  fluid  uses  in  Middle  Atlantic  areas  averaged  $6A7  per  hundredweight 
in  early  Septemher- -18  cents  over  the  previous  month  and  k2  cents  ahove  Septemher 
I965.     Class  I  prices  in  the  New  York- New  Jersey  area  advanced  21  cents  per  hundred- 
weight.   Store  and  home  delivery  prices  were  unchanged  in  some  markets  of  the  area, 
in  other  markets  of  as  much  as  1  cent  per  quart  were  reported.     In  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
Class  I  Prices  were  56  cents  per  cwt.  higher.    Store  half  gallons  were  2^-  cents  lower. 
Home  delivered  quarts  advanced       cents  per  quart.    Various  other  price  changes 
were  reported  for  the  Middle  Atlantic  region. 

Fluid  use  prices  in  early  September  in  the  East  North  Central  region  averaged 
$5*57  per  hundredweight.     This  is  7  cents  more  than  August  and  $)k  cents  over  Sep- 
tember a  year  ago.    Various  upward  changes  for  Class  1  milk,  milk  sold  out  of  stores, 
and  milk  delivered  to  homes  were  reported.     There  were  a  few  quotations  at  lower 
levels  but  in  most  instances,  September  prices  were  close  to  those  shown  in  August. 

In  the  West  North  Central  area,  fluid-use  prices  averaged  $5*51  Per  hundred- 
weight in  early  September--20  cents  above  August  and  a  gain  of  $1.00  from  a  year 
earlier.    Class  I  prices  in  a  number  of  markets  increased.    Most  home  delivered 
price  and  many  store  prices  were  the  same  as  August.    However,  both  upward  and 
downward  adjustments  in  prices  were  reported  for  various  container  sizes  prin- 
cipally at  stores. 

Prices  of  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  South  Atlanticmarkets  averaged  $6.5^ 
per  hundredweight  in  early  September.    This  is  5  cents  above  August  and  50  cents 
higher  than  September  1965«     In  most  markets  of  the  region,  September  prices  re- 
mained at  August  levels.    Principal  increases  were  reported  in  South  Carolina 
and  Florida. 

East  South  Central  prices  of  Class  I  milk  in  early  September  averaged  $6.12 
per  hundredweight- -10  cents  more  than  August  and  57  cents  over  September  last 
year.    Class  I  prices  in  Louisville  and  Lexington,  Ky.,  advanced  22  cents  per 
hundredweight;  store  and  home  prices  were  unchanged.     In  Paducah,  Ky.,  Class  I 
prices  were  up  21  cents  per  hundredweight.    Store  half  gallons  were  a  cent  higher 
for  the  only  other  change.    The  only  reported  changes  in  Memphis,  Tenn.,  were  a 
27-cents-per-hundredweight  increase  in  Class  I  prices  and  a  1-cent  increase  in 
store  half  gallons.    Jackson,  Miss.,  Class  I  prices  were  up  11  cents  per  hundred- 
weight.   Other  prices  in  this  market  were  at  August  levels.

Prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  in  early  September,  in  the  West  South  Central  Region  averaged  $6.66  per  hundred- 
weight.   This  is  21  cents  greater  than  August  and  $1.07  above  last  September.    Class  I  prices  increased 
in  a  number  Pfmarkets  of  the  region.  Home  delivery  and  store  prices  in  most;  markets  were  unchanged  from 
August.    Some  markets  reported  price  increases.    However,  there  was  a  price    war  reported  in  Lubbock,  Texas. 

In  the  Mountain    States,  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  early  September    averaged  $6.27  per  hundred- 
weight— an  advance  of  16  cents  from  August  and  92  cents  over  September  a  year  ago.     Class  I  prices  were 
higher  in  all  reporting  markets  of  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  and  Utah.    However,  store  and  home  prices 
remained  at  August  quotations  in  most  of  these  markets. 

Fluid  use  milk  in  Pacific  Coast  States  averaged  $5.62  iper  hundredweight  in  early  September.    This  is  1 
cent  over  August  and  28  cents  above  September  last  year.    Class  I  prices  were  15  cents  lower  in  Ereme^ton, 
Wash.,  but  16  cents  higher  in  Everett  and  Seattle.    Store  and  home  prices  in  these  markets  were  unchanged. 
Medford  and  Salem,  Oregon  reported  adjustments  in  prices  for  milk  in  several  store  and  home  delivered  con- 
tainer sizes .  *

July  sales  of  whole  milk  2  percent  below  a  year  earlier;  June  down  1  percent 

Daily  whole  milk  sales  (preliminary)  during  July  in  8  State  and  69  Federal  orders 
averaged  82.3  million  pounds  per  day  —  2  percent  less  than  in  both  June  and  a  year 
earlier.    July  had  5  Sundays,  whereas  July  19^5  had  only  k.    Most  stores  and  home 
delivery  routes  do  not  make  Sunday  sales.    Average  daily  whole  milk  sales  during  June 
in  77  areas  were  h  percent  below  May  this  year  and  1  percent  below  June  1965*    For  the 
37  groupings  shown,  sales  were  as  follows:    higher  in  15,  lower  in  20,  and  unchanged 
in  2.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  whole  milk  sold  during  June  was  3*52  percent, 
virtually  unchanged  from  May  and  a  year  earlier. 

Skim  milk  sales  advance  12  percent  from  June  a  year  ago 

During  June,  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  were  2  percent  above  May  and  12  percent 
more  than  June  19&5  •    Sales  were  higher  than  a  year  earlier  for  each  of  the  36  group- 
ings shown  in  the  table.    Average  daily  sales  in  these  markets  for  the  January-June 
period  were  10. 7  percent  higher  than  in  the  first  6  months  last  year.    The  average 
milkfat  test  of  whole  milk  sales  in  these  markets  was  1.^1  percent,  compared  with  1.39 
percent  in  May  and  1.33  in  June  a  year  ago. 

Sales  of  mixtures  2  percent  below  June  19&5 

June  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half)  in  jh  areas  increased 
1  percent  from  May  but  decreased  2  percent  from  June  last  year.    Of  the  3^  area  group 
totals  reported,  decreases  from  a  year  earlier  were  shown  in  25,  increases  in  6,  and 
3  were  unchanged.    Cumulative  sales  of  mixtures  for  the  first  half  of  1966  were  1 
percent  less  than  in  the  same  period  of  19&5* 

Sales  of  other  cream  items  down  5  percent 

Other  cream  item  sales  during  June  in  75  areas  were  1  percent  over  May  but 
5  percent  under  June  1965*    Of  the  35  area  groups,  June  sales  were  lower  than  a  year 
earlier-  in  20  and  higher  in  15 •    Cumulative  sales  for  January-June  were  2  percent 
less  than  the  same  period  last  year.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  other  cream  sales 
in  June  was  2^.8  percent  compared  with  23 • 7  percent  in  May  and  23*6  percent  in 
June  1965. 

Total  fluid  product  sales    1  percent  above  June  last  year 

Sales  of  all  fluid  products  in  75  areas  during  June  were  k  percent  less  than  in 
May  but  1  percent  more  than  June  a  year  ago.  Of  the  35  groups  shown,  sales  were 
higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  21,  about  the  same  in  5  groups,  but  lower  in  9-  Sales 
of  all  products  in  the  first  6  months  this  year  were  2.3  percent  greater  than  in  the 
same  period  last  year.  The  average  milkfat  test  of  all  fluid  sales  in  these  markets 
during  June  was  3*52  percent  compared  with  3«53  percent  in  May  and  3»57  percent  in 
June  1965. 

July  receipts  up  fractionally 

Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  during  July  in  8  State    and  68 
Federal  areas  were  slightly  above  the  year-earlier  level.    On  a  per-producer  basis, 
receipts  averaged  951*-  pounds  daily  —  more  than  5  percent  above  July  last  year. 

August  milk  output  2  percent  below  a  year  earlier 

Milk  output  in  the  United  States  during  August  is  estimated  at  9.8  billion 
pounds,  2.5  percent  below  a  year  earlier  and  the  smallest  August  production  since 
1939*    Relative  to  population,  August  milk  output  provided  1.60  pounds  per  person 
daily,  k  percent  less  than  in  August  a  year  ago.

FLUID  MILK  AND  CREAM  REPORT 


October  18,  1966 


SUMMARY 


In  early  October,  fluid  milk  price  increases  continued  the  upward  movement 
which  started  some  months  ago,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.    Prices  paid  by- 
dealers  were  higher  in  69  markets,  one  out  of  every  4,  with  no  price  declines 
reported.    Out  of  stores,  milk  in  half -gallons  increased  in  59  markets,  decreased 
in  7;  gallons  were  up  in  46  markets,  down  in  5»    Hosae  delivered  milk  price  changes 
were  as  follows:    quarts,  higher  in  54  markets,  lower  in  5;  half -gallons,  advanced 
in  46  markets,  declined  in  J. 

At  dealer  purchasing  levels,  e^rly  October  fluid- use  milk  in  about  175 
markets  averaged  $6.24  per  hundredweight.    This  is  11  cents  higher  than  September 
and  70  cents  above  October  a  year  earlier.    October  prices  averaged  71  cents  above 
the  1960-64  average  for  the  month.    Compared  with  September,  October  regional 
averages  advanced  in  all  9  regions.    Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  regional  aver- 
ages were  higher  in  all  9  regions  with  increases  ranging  from  30  cents  per  hundred- 
weight in  the  Pacific  States  to  $1.12  in  the  West  South  Central.    The  larger  dif- 
ferences were  $1.05  in  the  West  North  Central,  $1.04  in  the  East  North  Central  and 
$1.00  in  the  Mountain  States.    Smaller  increases  were:    70  cents  per  hundredweight 
in  the  East  South  Central  States,  66  cents  in  New  England,  65  cents  in  the  South 
Atlantic,  and  50  cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic. 

Out -of- store  average  prices  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  in  25 
major  cities  averaged  51*6  cents  in  early  October  —  six-tenths  cent  above  Septem- 
ber, 4.8  cents  higher  than  October  last  year  and  5*4  cents  more  than  the  1960-64 
average  for  the  month.    Average  prices  for  single  home  delivered  quarts  in  these 
cities  were  31*0  cents  in  early  October.    This  is  three-tenths  cent  greater  than 
September,  2.7  cents  over  October  1965,  and  3*8  cents  higher  than  the  1960-64 
average  for  the  month. 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  in  9  State  and  68  Federal 
marketing  areas  during  August  were  2  percent  more  than  in  July  and  1  percent 
higher  than  August  last  year.    July  sales  were  2  percent  lower  than  both  June  1966 
and  July  1965*    Skim  milk  sales  during  July  in  76  areas  were  3  percent  below  June 
but  9  percent  above  July  last  year.    Milk  and  cream  mixture  (half-and-half)  sales 
in  74  areas  for  July  were  6  percent  less  than  in  June  and  7  percent  under  a  year 
earlier.    Sales  of  other  cream  items  during  July  in  75  areas  declined  10  percent 
from  June  and  were  9  percent  smaller  than  July  last  year.    Sales  of  all  fluid  pro- 
ducts in  75  areas  for  July  were  about  1  percent  below  a  year  earlier.  Receipts 
of  milk  from  producers  in  76  areas  during  August  were  1  percent  higher  than 
August  1965.    Receipts  per  producer  during  August  averaged  932  pounds,  5  percent 
higher  than  last  year.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  OCTOBER  I966 


Prices  for  fluid-use  milk  in  New  England  in  early  October  averaged  $7.05 
per  hundredweight  —  22  cents  more  than  September  and  66  cents  over  October  1965. 
Class  I  prices  in  all  reporting  markets  of  the  region  advanced  22  cents  per 
hundredweight  from  September.    Most  home  and  store  prices  were  one-half  cent  per 
hundredweight  higher  than  last  month.    In  a  few  markets,  all  prices  were  un- 
changed; in  other  markets,  only  some  types  of  sale  continued  at  September  prices. 
In  several  instances,  the  increases  were  higher  than  one-half  cent  per  quart. 

In  the  Middle  Atlantic  States,  Class  I  prices  averaged  $6.64  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  October.    This  is  an  advance  of  17  cents  from  September  and  is  50 
cents  over  October  last  year.    Class  I  prices  in  the  New  York- New  Jersey  area  were 
25  cents  per  hundredweight  above  September.    In  a  few  sections  of  the  area,  out- 
of- store  and  home  delivery  prices  were  higher.    Most  other  prices  in  the  region 
were  at  September  levels. 

Milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  early  October  in  the  East  North  Central  States 
averaged  $5.68  per  hundredweight  —  5  cents  more  than  September  and  $1.04  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.    Most  Class  I  prices  which  changed  in  this  region  followed 
changes  in  the  basic  formula  price.    Exceptions  were  Gary  and  South  Bend,  Ind. , 
which  advanced  30  cents  per  hundredweight  and  Chicago,  showing  an  increase  of  21 
cents.    Store  and  home  prices  in  most  Ohio  and  Michigan  and  some  Indiana  markets 
were  unchanged.     In  other  portions  of  Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Wisconsin,  increases 
of  as  much  as  1§-  cents  per  quart  were  reported. 

Fluid-use  prices  in  early  October  in  West  North  Central  markets  averaged 
$5.58  per  hundredweight.    This  is  a  gain  of  6  cents  from  September  and  is  $1.05 
cents  above  October  last  year.    Class  I  prices  in  the  region  were  generally  higher 
by  the  change  in  the  basic  formula  price.    Out-of- store  and  delivered-to-home 
prices  showed  mixed  changes.    Prices  were  higher  in  a  number  of  markets  but  un- 
changed in  others.    A  few  declines  were  reported. 

South  Atlantic  Region  prices  of  Class  I  milk  in  early  October  averaged  $6.66 
per  hundredweight  —  a  gain  of  12  cents  from  September.    The  current  monthly 
average  is  65  cents  over  October  last  year.    Most  prices  in  the  region  were  close 
to  September  levels.    Exceptions  were  in  Virginia  and  Georgia.    Class  I  prices  in 
the  Norfolk-Portsmouth,  Richmond,  and  Roanoke  areas  were  50  cents  per  hundredweight 
higher;  store  and  home  prices  were  up  2  cents  per  quart.    Class  I  prices  advanced 
27  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Georgia  markets  reporting.  One-cent-per-quart 
increases  were  reported  for  most  selling  units  in  these  markets. 

Milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  East  South  Central  areas  averaged  $6.28  per 
hundredweight  in  early  October.    This  is  an  increase  of  15  cents  from  September 
and  is  70  cents  more  than  October  1965*    Varying  price  increases  at  both  Class  I 
and  store  and  home  levels  were  reported  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  markets.  The 
Class  I  price  in  Jackson,  Miss,  was  up  19  cents  per  hundredweight,  the  other  Missis- 
sippi markets  reporting  were  30  cents  higher.    Home  and  store  prices  were  1  cent 
per  quart  higher  in  Mississippi  markets.

Early  October  prices  of  milk  classed  for  bottling  in  West  South  Central  markets  averaged  $6.76  per 
hundredweight  —  a  rise  of  10  cents  from  September  and  $1.12  from  October  a  year  ago.    Rises  in  Class  I 
prices  by  the  amount  of  the  basic  formula  price  were  reported  in  most  markets  of  the  region.    Class  I  prices 
were  25  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  in  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  30  cents  in  New  Orleans  and  Shreveport.  Store 
and  home  prices  increased  1  to  \\  cents  per  quart.    The  Houston,  Tex.  Class  I  price  advanced  2h  cents  per 
hundredweight.     Store  and  home  prices  advanced  as  much  as  a  cent  per  quart  in  this  market.    Other  store  and 
home  increases  were  reported  in  this  region,  particularly  in  Texas. 

Fluid-use  prices  in  markets  in  the  Mountain  States  averaged  $6-37  per  hundredweight  in  early  October. 
This  is  an  increase  of  10  cents  from  September  and  is  $1.00  greater  than  a  year  earlier.    Class  I  price 
increases  of  35  cents  per  hundredweight  were  reported  in  Montana  markets.     Store  and  home  prices  in  these 
markets  advanced  1*  to  2  cents  per  quart.     In  Wyoming,  there  were  price  increases  of  28  cents  per  hundred- 
weight for  fluid-use  milk  and  1^  to  2.\  cents  per  quart  at  homes  and  stores  for  the  markets  reporting.  Other 
price  changes  in  the  region  were  scattered. 


On  the  Pacific  Coast,  Class  I  prices  in  early  October  averaged  $5.- 6k  per  hundredweight  --  2  cents  higher 
than  September  and  30  cents  above  October  a  year  ago.    The  Bremerton,  Wash.  Class  I  price  was  up  16  cents  per 
hundredweight,  Everett-Seattle,  18  cents  per  hundredweight.    Other  prices  in  these  markets  were  at  September 
levels.    Most  other  prices  in  the  region  were  about  the  same  as  a  month  earlier.

Average  daily  sales  for  the  first  two-thirds  of  the  year  were  fractionally  higher 
than  the  same  period  in  1965.    The  milkfat  test  of  whole  milk  sales  during  July 
in  these  markets  averaged  3.53,  compared  with  3.52  percent  in  June  and  3.53  per- 
cent in  July  last  year. 

July  skim  milk  sales  9  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier 

Average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  during  July  in  76  of  these  market- 
ing areas  were  3  percent  lower  than  June  but  9  percent  higher  than  July  a  year 
ago.    The  7-month  total  for  these  products  in  1966  averaged  10  percent  greater 
than  for  the  same  period  in  1965.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  these  items  during 
July  was  l.Ul  percent.    This  compares  with  l.Ul  percent  in  June  and  l*3h  percent 
in  July  a  year  earlier. 

Mixture  sales  decline  7  percent  from  a  year  ago 

Sales  of  mixtures  of  milk  and  cream  (half-and-half)  in  7h  of  these  areas 
averaged  (daily)  6  percent  below  June  and  7  percent  less  than  July  a  year  ago. 
Sales  for  the  January-July  period  were  3  percent  lower  than  the  same  period 
last  year. 

Other  cream  item  sales  9  percent  less 

Average  daily  sales  of  cream  items  other  than  mixtures  in  75  marketing  areas 
during  July  declined  10  percent  from  June  and  were  9  percent  smaller  than  July 
1965.    Sales  for  the  first  seven  months  of  the  year  were  3  percent  lower  than  the 
similar  period  last  year.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  these  items  during  July  was 
23.0  percent.    This  compares  with  2lj.8  percent  in  June  and  23.1  percent  in  July 
1965. 

July  sales  of  all  fluid  products  1  percent  below  last  year 

All  fluid  products  sold  in  75  marketing  areas  during  July  were  2  percent  less 
than  June  and  1  percent  under  July  a  year  earlier.    Cumulative  sales  for  the  Jan- 
uary-July period  of  1966  were  1.8  percent  greater  than  the  same  period  the  previous 
year.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  all  fluid  sales  in  July  averaged  3.51  percent, 
compared  with  3.52  percent  in  June  and  3.55  percent  in  July  a  year  ago. 

Receipts  during  August  1  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier 

Receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  8  State  and  68  Federal  areas  during  August 
averaged  1  percent  above  August  last  year.    At  932  pounds  daily,  average  receipts 
per  producer  were  5.U  percent  higher  than  August  1965  in  these  markets.

SUMMARY 


Fluid  milk  prices  in  early  November  were  generally  steady  but  showed  more 
declines  than  advances,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.    Dealers'  buying  prices 
declined  in  13  markets,  one  out  of  every  13 J  advances  were  reported  in  8.  By 
markets,  half -gallons  out  of  stores  were  lower  in  22  markets  but  higher  in  5. 
Store-gallon  prices  decreased  in  16  markets  but  increases  were  reported  in  lj.. 
Milk  delivered  to  homes  showed  the  following  price  changes:    quarts,  down  in  11 
markets,  up  in  h;  half-gallons,  decreases  in  15  markets,  increases  in  9. 

Milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  early  November  averaged  $6.21;  per  hundred- 
weight for  about  175  markets  —  unchanged  from  October  but  66  cents  over  November 
1965.    The  November  price  is  lower  than  October  in  6  of  the  9  regions  but  un- 
changed in  1  and  higher  in  2.    However,  the  current  monthly  average  is  higher  than 
last  November  in  all  of  the  9  regions.    The  differences  over  last  year  ranged  from 
29  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Pacific  Coast  States  to  $1.05  in  the  West  South 
Central.    Larger  differences  were  95  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  East  North 
Central,  89  cents  in  the  West  North  Central,  and  88  cents  in  Mountain  States. 
Smaller  differences  over  a  year  earlier  were:    South  Atlantic,  69  cents  per 
hundredweight;  New  England,  66  cents;  East  South  Central,  63  cents;  and  Middle 
Atlantic,  hi  cents. 

Average  prices  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  sold  out  of  stores  in 
half-gallon  containers  in  25  major  cities  were  51. h  cents  in  early  November.  This 
is  3-tenths  cent  less  than  October  but  I4..5  cents  above  November  1965  and  5.2  cents 
above  the  I96O-6I4.  average  for  November.    Single  quarts  delivered  to  homes  in  these 
cities  averaged  31.0  cents  in  early  November  —  unchanged  from  October,  but  2.6 
cents  above  November  last  year  and  3.8  cents  more  than  the  I96O-6U  November  average. 

Sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  in  9  State  and  66  Federal  marketing  areas 
during  September  averaged  (daily  basis)  11  percent  more  than  August  and  slightly 
higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Sales  were  2  percent  above  both  July  this  year  and 
August  last  year.    Skim  milk  sales  in  76  areas  were  3  percent  higher  than  July  and 
15     percent  above  August  1965.    Sales  of  mixtures  of  milk  and  cream  (half  and  half 
in  most  places)  in  75  areas  in  August  were  3  percent  more  than  July  but  about  the 
same  as  August  last  year.    Other  cream  item  sales  in  75  areas  were  up  2\  percent 
from  July  but  were  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.    Total  fluid  products  sold  in 
75  areas  (daily)  advanced  3  percent  from  July  and  were  up  k  percent  from  August 
1965.    Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  "jh  areas  during  September 
were  1  percent  larger  than  in  September  last  year.    September  receipts  per  producer 
averaged  9I4.9  pounds  daily  —  up  6  percent  from  a  year  earlier.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  NOVEMBER 


In  New  England,  Class  I  prices  in  early  November  averaged  $7.05  per 
hundredweight.    This  is  unchanged  from  October  but  66  cents  higher  than 
November  last  year.    The  only  reported  price  changes  in  the  region  were  in 
Bellows  Falls,  Vt.  where  half -gallons  at  homes  and  stores  were  higher  and  in 
Worcester,  Mass.,  where  mixed  changes  occurred. 

Class  I  prices  in  Middle  Atlantic  markets  averaged  $6.70  per  hundred- 
weight —  an  increase  of  6  cents  from  October  and  1;7  cents  above  November  a 
year  ago.    Class  I  prices  in  the  New  York -New  Jersey  area  were  up  9  cents 
per  hundredweight.    Some  weakening  of  prices  to  consumers  was  reported  in  the 
Nassau-Suffolk  portion  of  the  area.    In  New  York  City,  half -gallons  were  up  a 
cent  in  some  stores  but  gallons  were  as  much  as  6  cents  lower  at  some  store 
outlets.    Syracuse  reported  higher  prices  for  half-gallons  in  some  stores  and 
for  home  delivery  sales.    In  Rochester,  N.  Y. ,  unsettled  conditions  prevailed 
as  half-gallons  and  gallons  were  as  much  as  2  cents  per  quart  lower  at  some 
stores.      The  Camden,  N.  J.  Class  I  price  was  unchanged;  the  only  reported 
change  was  a  2-cent  decline  in  home  delivered  half-gallons  in  some  outlets. 

Milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  early  November  in  the  East  North  Central 
Region  averaged  $5.65  per  hundredweight.    This  is  3  cents  less  than  October 
but  95  cents  over  November  1965.    Class  I  prices  in  Canton  and  Toledo,  0.  were 
unchanged.    Store  half- gallons  in  some  Canton  outlets  were  k  cents  lower;  in 
Toledo  this  container  size  in  stores  was  2  cents  higher  in  some  stores.  The 
Class  I  price  in  Evansville  declined  12  cents  per  hundredweight;  store  prices 
in  this  market  were  as  much  as  lir  cents  per  quart  higher.    Home  delivered 
prices  were  a  cent  per  quart  higher  in  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.    Mixed  price  changes 
were  reported  in  Gary,  Ind.    The  Class  I  price  in  South  Bend,  Ind.  declined 
12  cents  per  hundredweight;  store  prices  were  somewhat  higher.    Price  war  condi- 
tions were  reported  in  Alton,  111.  as  half -gallons  out  of  stores  were  as  much 
as  13  cents  below  October.    Half -gallons  were  as  much  as  3  cents  higher  in 
Peoria ,  111.  for  the  only  reported  price  change.    Small  price  increases  were 
reported  in  Rock  Island  and  Springfield,  111.    Grand  Rapids,  Mich,  reported  a 
10-cent  decline  for  some  store  gallons  but  an  increase  in  half -gallons  delivered 
to  homes  in  some  outlets.    Beloit,  Wis.  reported  an  increase  of  13  cents  per 
hundredweight  for  Class  I  milk  and  mixed  changes  at  stores.    A  decrease  in  the 
store  quart  price  in  some  outlets  in  Milwaukee  for  the  only  reported  change  for 
the  market. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  for  fluid-use  milk  in  the  West  North  Central  States 
averaged  $5.U9  per  hundredweight  in  early  November  —  a  decline  of  9  cents  from 
October,  but  this  price  is  89  cents  above  a  year  earlier.    A  Class  I  price 
decrease  of  28  cents  per  hundredweight  was  the  only  reported  change  for  the 
Duluth-Superior,  Minn. -Wis,  market.    Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  Minn,  each 
reported  price  decreases  of  about  a  cent  per  quart.    St.  Louis,  Mo.  store  half- 
gallons  declined  2§-  cents  in  some  places  for  the  only  reported  change  for  the 
market.    Price  war  conditions  were  reported  in  Omaha,  Nebr.  as  half -gallons  were 
as  much  as  9  cents  below  October.    Topeka,  Kans.  had  a  2-cent  increase  in  gallon 
jug  prices  for  the  only  important  change  for  the  market. 
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In  the  South  Atlantic  area,  Class  I  prices  in  early  November  averaged 
$6.69  per  hundredweight.  This  is  a  gain  of  3  cents  from  October  and  is  69 
cents  over  November  1965.  Columbia,  S.  C.  half -gallons  delivered  to  homes 
were  a  cent  higher  for  the  only  reported  change.  Class  I  prices  in  all 
Georgia  markets  advanced  2k  cents  per  hundredweight;  home  and  store  prices 
remained  at  October  levels.  Home  delivery  prices  were  lower  for  some  firms 
in  Tampa,  Fla.  for  the  only  important  change  for  the  market. 

East  South  Central  fluid-use  prices  in  early  November  averaged  $6.21;  per 
hundredweight  —  2  cents  under  October  but  63  cents  above  November  last  year. 
Class  I  prices  in  Louisville  and  Lexington,  Ky.  were  down  12  cents  per  hundred- 
weight.   Home  and  store  prices  in  Louisville  were  unchanged  but  Lexington 
reported  mixed  price  changes.    Class  I  prices  in  Chattanooga  and  Knoxville, 
Tenn.  were  unchanged.    Declines  of  as  much  as  2  cents  per  quart  in  Chattanooga 
and  3  cents  per  quart  in  Knoxville  were  reported. 

Class  I  prices  in  the  West  South  Central  Region  averaged  $6.70  per  hundred- 
weight.   This  is  5  cents  less  than  October  but  $1.05  more  than  in  November  1965. 
A  6-cent  drop  in  half -gallons  delivered  to  homes  in  Ft.  Smith,  Ark.  was  the 
only  important  change  reported  for  the  market.    A  price  war  was  reported  in 
Lawton,  Okla.  where,  at  stores,  half-gallons  were  as  much  as  8  cents  lower  and 
gallons  were  off  as  much  as  20  cents,    price  war  conditions  were  also  reported 
in  Abilene  and  Amarillo,  Tex.    At  Abilene  stores,  half-gallons  were  6  cents 
and  gallons  as  much  as  13  cents  less.    At  Amarillo,  half -gallons  both  at  homes 
and  out  of  stores  dropped  10  cents.    Store  gallons  in  this  market  were  12  cents 
lower  than  October.    In  these  markets  as  well  as  Corpus  Christi  and  Dallas, 
Class  I  prices  declined  12  cents  per  hundredweight.    Home  and  store  prices  in 
Corpus  Christi  and  Dallas  were  unchanged.    El  Paso,  Tex.  reported  a  price  war. 
Decreases  of  close  to  k  cents  per  quart  were  reported  for  all  container  sizes 
and  types  of  sale.    Class  I  prices  were  9  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  in  this 
market.    Class  I  prices  in  Lubbock  and  San  Antonio,  Tex.  were  down  12  cents  per 
hundredweight.    Some  store  and  home  prices  were  lower  in  Lubbock.    Home  delivery 
prices  advanced  a  cent  per  quart  in  San  Antonio. 

Milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  the  Mountain  States  averaged  $6.30  per 
hundredweight  —  a  decline  of  8  cents  from  October  but  an  advance  of  88  cents 
from  November  last  year.    Fluid-use  prices  in  Cheyenne,  Wyo.  decreased  10  cents 
per  hundredweight;  store  and  home  delivery  prices  were  a  cent  per  quart  below 
October.    Denver  store  gallons  dropped  a  dime  for  the  only  important  change  for 
the  market.    Pueblo  half-gallons  delivered  to  homes  were  up  3  cents.  Albuquer- 
que, N.  M.  reported  a  price  war  as  half -gallons  sold  for  17  cents  lower  at  stores 
and  7  cents  less  on  delivery  routes;  store  gallons  dropped  31  cents.    Class  I 
prices  in  Salt  Lake  City  were  11  cents  per  hundredweight  under  October.  Other 
prices  in  this  market  were  unchanged. 

Pacific  Coast  area  prices  for  milk  used  in  fluid  classification  averaged 
$5.63  per  hundredweight  in  early  November.    This  is  1  cent  under  October  but 
29  cents  above  November  last  year.    The  Class  I  price  in  Spokane,  Wash,  declined 
11  cents  per  hundredweight.    Store  half -gallons  showed  mixed  changes  but  some' 
gallon  jug  prices  were  as  much  as  17  cents  above  October;  home  delivery  prices 
were  unchanged.

Whole  milk  sales  during  September  fractionally  higher  than  a  year  earlier 

Sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  in  September  in  9  State  and  66  Federal 
order  areas  averaged  93.2  million  pounds  per  day  --  11  percent  higher  than  in 
August  and  slightly  above  the  92.8  million  pounds  (daily)  in  September  last  year. 
Beginning  September  1,  the  St.  Joseph,  Mo.  Federal  area   was  merged  with  Kansas 
City  and  Southwest  Kansas  with  Wichita,  Kansas.    Cumulative  sales  for  the  first 
three-quarters  of  the  year  were     percent  larger  than  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  1965.    August  sales  were  2  percent  more  than  both  July  this  year  and  August  a 
year  ago.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  whole  milk  sales  during  August  was  3.52 
percent,  compared  with  3.53  percent  in  July  and  3.55  percent  in  August  last  year. 

August  skim  milk  sales  up  15  percent 

Sales  of  skim  milk  products  during  August  in  76  of  these  areas  averaged  3 
percent  more  (daily  basis)  than  July  but  were  15  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 
Sales  in  the  first  8  months  were  11  percent  higher  than  in  the  January-August, 
1965  period.    The  milkfat  test  of  these  items  averaged  1,1x3  percent  for  August, 
l.Ul  percent  for  July  and  1.36  percent  for  August  a  year  ago. 

Sales  of  mixtures  same  as  August  last  year 

Average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  in  75  areas  in  August  in- 
creased 3  percent  from  July  but  were  about  the  same  as  August  last  year.  For 
the  first  two-thirds  of  1966,  sales  of  this  product  were  2  percent  under  the 
same  period  a  year  earlier. 

August  sales  of  other  cream  products  also  same  as  last  year 

Cream  items  other  than  mixtures  sold  in  75  marketing  areas  during  August 
(daily  basis)  averaged  2\  percent  larger  than  July  but  were  close  to  the  same 
figure  as  August  last  year.  The  8-month  total  of  sales  for  these  items  was  3 
percent  below  the  same  period  a  year  ago.  Milkfat  tests  of  products  in  this 
group  averaged  22.6  percent  in  August,  compared  with  23.0  percent  in  July  and 
22.7  percent  a  year  earlier. 

Total  fluid  product  sales  k  percent  above  August  a  year  ago 

Sales  of  all  fluid  products  in  75  of  these  areas  during  August  (daily)  were 
up  3  percent  from  July  and  were  h  percent  larger  than  August  1965.    Sales  of 
these  items  for  the  January-August  period  this  year  were  up  2  percent  from  that 
period  last  year.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  all  fluid  sales  during  August 
was  3.50  percent.    This  is  the  same  as  July  but  below  the  3.56  percent  in  August 
1965. 

September  producer  receipts  up  1  percent  from  1965 

Producer  receipts  of  milk  in  8  State  and  66  Federal  order  areas  during 
September  were  1  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.    Per-producer  receipts  aver- 
aged 9h9  pounds  daily,  6  percent  above  September  last  year. 

Production  of  milk  during  October  slightly  below  a  year  earlier 

October  milk  production  in  the  United  States  is  estimated  at  9»h  billion 
pounds  —  fractionally  less  than  October  last  year  and  2  percent  below  the  Oct- 
ober 1960-6U  average.    Per  person,  production  during  the  month  was  1.51*  pounds 
compared  with  1.56  pounds  in  October  1965.

In  early  December,  fluid  milk  prices  in  most  markets  were  steady  but  mixed 
changes  were  reported  at  both  dealer  purchasing  and  consumer  levels,  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  reports.    Dealers'    prices  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes 
declined  in  29  markets  and  advanced  in  5.    Store  prices  were  down  in  17  markets 
for  half -gallons  and  11  markets  for  gallons.    Price  advances  for  milk  sold  out 
of  stores  were  reported  in  11  markets  for  half-gallons  and  12  markets  for  gallons. 
For  milk  delivered  to  homes,  higher  prices  than  November  were  reported  in  10 
markets  for  both  quarts  and  half -gallons .    Lower  home  delivery  prices  reported 
were:    quarts,  6  markets;  half -gallons,  8. 

Dealers '  buying  prices  in  early  December  for  fluid-use  milk  in  about  175 
markets  averaged  $6.19  per  hundredweight.    This  is  h  cents  lower  than  a  month 
earlier  but  63  cents  higher  than  December  last  year.    Averages  were  below  Novem- 
ber in  6  of  the  9  regions,  unchanged  in  2  regions  and  higher  in  1.    Compared  with 
a  year  earlier,  the  regional  averages  were  higher  in  all  9  regions  and  these 
differences  ranged  from  28  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Pacific  area  to  9h  cents 
in  the  West  South  Central.    The  largest  regional  increases  over  last  year  were: 
East  North  Central,  93  cents,  Mountain,  80  cents  and  West  North  Central,  77  cents. 
Smaller  advances  were  67  cents  in  the  South  Atlantic,  66  cents  in  New  England,  61 
cents  in  the  East  South  Central  and  U5  cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States. 

For  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  sold  out  of  stores  in  early  December, 
half -gallons  in  25  major  cities  averaged  5l.l  cents  —  0.2  cents  under  November 
but  U.O  cents  over  December  last  year  and  h.9  cents  higher  than  the  I96O-6I4  average 
for  the  month.    Home  delivered  single  quarts  in  these  same  markets  averaged  31.0 
cents  in  early  December.    This  is  unchanged  from  November,  but  2.5  cents  higher 
than  December  a  year  ago  and  3.8  cents  more  than  the  1960-6h  December  average. 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  during  October  (preliminary)  in  9  State 
and  66  Federal  marketing  areas  were  fractionally  below  September  but  1  percent 
below  October  a  year  earlier.    September  skim  milk  sales  in  7k  areas  were  6  per- 
cent more  than  August  and  12  percent  larger  than  last  year.    Sales  of  mixtures 
for  September  in  72  areas  averaged  1  percent  more  than  August  but  were  2  percent 
less  than  September  a  year  earlier.    Other  cream  sales  in  73  areas  were  slightly 
less  than  August  and  3  percent  below  September  last  year.    Total  fluid  product 
sales  in  73  areas  during  September  were  9  percent  higher  than  August  and  1  per- 
cent over  September  1965.    Receipts  from  producers  in  7k  areas  (daily  basis) 
during  October  were  fractionally  greater  than  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  per 
producer  during    October    were  953  pounds  daily,  6  percent  higher  than  last  year. 
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PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  DECEMBER 


Prices  for  fluid-use  milk  in  New  England  markets  in  early  December  averaged 
$7.05  per  hundredweight  —  unchanged  from  November  but  66  cents  more  than  Decem- 
ber a  year  ago.    The  only  important  reported  price  change  in  these  markets  was 
in  Bellows  Falls,  Vt.    Half -gallons  dropped  6  cents  out  of  stores  and  5  cents  on 
home  delivery  routes.    Quarts  at  homes  were  down  a  cent. 

In  the  Middle  Atlantic  Region,  Class  I  prices  in  early  December  averaged 
$6.58  per  hundredweight.    This  is  a  decline  of  12  cents  from  November  but  is  k5 
cents  higher  than  December  1965.    Class  I  prices  decreased  17  cents  per  hundred- 
weight in  the  New  York -New  Jersey  area.    Most  changes  in  home  and  store  prices 
were  in  New  York  City  where  some  prices  were  lower  and  in  Northern  New  Jersey 
where  prices  were  ^  cent  per  quart  less  than  November  for  all  units. 

Fluid-use  prices  in  early  December  in  the  East  North  Central  States  averaged 
$5.63  per  hundredweight  —  a  decline  of  2  cents  from  November  but  93  cents  above 
December  last  year.    Sizable  decreases  were  reported  in  several  Ohio  markets  for 
both  half -gallons  and  gallons  out  of  stores.    Class  I  prices  were  at  November 
levels  in  most  instances.    Evansville,  Ind.  store  prices  were  lower;  fluid-use 
prices  showed  little  changes  from  November.    Class  I  prices  in  Gary  and  South 
Bend,  Ind.  were  18  cents  per  hundredweight  lower ;  store  and  home  prices  in  these 
markets  were  unchanged.    Dealers'  buying  prices  in  most  Illinois  markets  report- 
ing changes  were  down  20  cents  per  hundredweight;  other  prices  in  these  markets 
were  at  November  levels.    The  Class  I  price  in  Grand  Rapids,  Mich,  was  unchanged 
but  reported  home  and  store  prices  showed  mixed  changes.    In  Marquette,  Mich., 
the  Class  I  price  declined  20  cents  per  hundredweight;  other  prices  were  unchang- 
ed. 

West  North  Central  prices  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  early  December, 
at  $5.37  per  hundredweight,  were  12  cents  under  November  but  77  cents  over  Dec- 
ember a  year  earlier.    Class  I  prices  were  lower  by  20  cents  per  hundredweight 
in  Duluth,  Minn,  and  lh  cents  in  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul.    Store  and  home  prices 
in  these  markets  were  unchanged.    In  Des  Moines  and  Ft.  Dodge,  la.,  Class  I  prices 
were  down  20  cents  per  hundredweight  with  other  prices  at  November  levels. 
Kansas  City,  Mo.  reported  some  half -gallons  2  cents  lower  for  the  only  change. 
A  drop  of  2h  cents  per  hundredweight  for  fluid-use  milk  was  reported  in  both  St. 
Louis  and  Springfield,  Mo.    Most  prices  at  stores  and  homes  were  unchanged  in 
these  markets.    Some  declines  at  stores  for  both  half -gallons  and  gallons  were 
reported  in  Kansas  City,  Kans.    The  Class  I  price  was  the  same  as  November. 

Prices  of  milk  for  fluid-use  in  early  December  in  the  South  Atlantic  area 
averaged  $6.65  per  hundredweight.    This  is  a  rise  of  3  cents  from  November  and 
is  67  cents  above  December  1965.    Huntington,  W.  Va.  reported  a  drop  of  8  cents 
for  half -gallons  at  some  store  outlets  for  the  only  change.    Class  I  prices  in 
Georgia  markets  advanced  22  cents  per  hundredweight;  store  and  home  prices  were 
up  a  cent  per  quart. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  of  milk  for  Class  I  usage  in  East  South  Central 
markets  averaged  $6.23  per  hundredweight  in  early  December  —  down  a  cent  from 
November  but  61  cents  more  than  December  a  year  ago.    The  only  reported  change 
in  prices  in  the  region  was  a  2h  cent  decline  in  the  Class  I  price  in  Paducah, 
Kentucky. 
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Fluid-use  milk  prices  in  West  South  Central  areas  in  early  December  averaged 
$6.68  per  hundredweight.    This  is  2  cents  less  than  November  but  9h  cents  higher 
than  December  last  year.    Ft.  Smith,  Ark.  reported  small  decreases  in  store  prices 
for  the  only  price  change.    A  price  war  was  reported  at  Little  Rock,  Ark.  as 
declines  from  2  cents  to  h  cents  per  quart  in  store  and  home  prices  were  reported. 
The  price  war  reported  at  Lawton,  Okla.  last  month  was  lessened  as  prices  in  this 
market  returned  to  earlier  levels.    Mixed  changes  in  prices  at  both  stores  and 
homes  were  reported  for  most  Texas  markets.    Class  I  prices  were  unchanged 
from  November  in  these  markets. 

In  early  December,  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  the  Mountain  States 
averaged  $6.30  per  hundredweight  —  the  same  as  November  but  80  cents  higher 
than  December  a  year  ago.    The  Class  I  price  in  Cheyenne,  Wyo.  was  20  cents 
lower,  with  store  and  home  prices  down  about  ■§  cent  per  quart  for  all  items. 
In  Albuquerque,  N.  M. ,  the  price  war  in  effect  last  month  had  moderated  as 
prices  returned  to  previous  levels.    The  Class  I  price  was  unchanged. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  Class  I  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  in  early 
December  averaged  $5.62  per  hundredweight.    This  is  1  cent  below  November  but 
is  28  cents  above  December  1965.    Class  I  prices  in  Everett  and  Seattle,  Wash, 
were  V~>  cents  per  hundredweight  lower.    Store  and  home  prices  were  unchanged. 
In  Medford,  Ore.,  home  delivery  prices  were  from  1  to  l-g  cent  per  quart  higher. 
Other  prices  in  this  market  were  unchanged.

Sales  of  whole  milk  during  October  down  1  percent 

Whole  milk  sales  (preliminary)  in  9  State  and  66  Federal  areas  during  October 
were  92.5  million  pounds  per  day.    This  is  slightly  below  September  but  1  percent 
lower  than  the  93.3  million  pounds  per  day  in  October  last  year.    Sales  for  the 
first  10  months  of  1966  were  slightly  higher  than  for  the  same  period  of  1965. 
Sales  of  whole  milk  during  September  were  10  percent  higher  than  August  and  slightly 
above  September  1965.    Milkfat  tests  of  whole  milk  sales  averaged  3.53  percent  for 
September  compared  with  3.52  percent  for  August  and  3.5U  percent  a  year  earlier. 

September  skim  sales  12  percent  higher  than  last  year 

Skim  milk  product  sales  for  September  in  Ik  of  these  areas  were  6  percent 
above  August  and  12  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier.    For  the  first  9  months 
of  1966,  sales  of  skim  products  averaged  11  percent  more  than  the  same  period  last 
year.    The  milkfat  test  of  skim  sales  averaged  l.kh  percent  for  September,  1.U3 
percent  for  August  and  1.38  percent  during  September,  1965. 

Sales  of  mixtures  2  percent  lower  than  a  year  earlier 

Daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half  and  half  in  most  markets)  during 
September  in  72  areas  were  1  percent  more  than  August  but  were  2  percent  less  than 
September  1965.    Cumulative  sales  for  the  first  three-quarters  of  the  year  were  2 
percent  lower  than  the  same  period  last  year. 

September  sales  of  other  cream  products  3  percent  less  than  previous  year 

Average  daily  sales  of  cream  products  other  than  mixtures  during  September  in 
73  areas  were  slightly  less  than  August  and  3  percent  smaller  than  September  1965. 
Sales  for  the  first  9  months  of  this  year  were  3  percent  less  than  the  similar  per- 
iod during  1965.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  these  items  for  September  was  22.7 
percent  compared  with  22.6  percent  for  both  August  and  for  September  1965. 

Sales  of  all  fluid  products  1  percent  above  a  year  earlier 

September  sales  of  all  fluid  products  in  73  areas  (daily  basis)  were  9  percent 
higher  than  August  and  1  percent  above  September  last  year.    For  the  period  January- 
September,  sales  were  1.9  percent  more  than  for  the  same  period  of  1965.    The  average 
milkfat  test  of  all  fluid  products  during  September  was  3.50  percent,  the  same  as 
August.    For  September,  1965,  the  test  was  3.5U  percent. 

Receipts  of  milk  from  producers  slightly  higher  than  last  year 

Receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  8  State  and  66  Federal  areas  during  October 
were  fractionally  above  last  year.    Receipts  per  producer  averaged  953  pounds  per 
day j  this  is  6  percent  greater  than  October  1965. 

Milk  production  during  November  slightly  higher  than  last  year 

Production  of  milk  in  the  United  States  during  November  is  estimated  at  9.1 
billion  pounds.    This  is  about  the  same  as  November  last  year  but  2  percent  under 
the  I96O-6U  average  for  the  month.    Production  during  the  month  was  1.51*  pounds  per 
person  in  the  United  States,  compared  with  1.55  pounds  in  November  1965.
